2. Document D1 Is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art. D1 , In 
particular In Figures 1, 9A-F. 10A-F, and 11A-D, and the description column 4, 
liens 58 to column 6, line 2, and column 22, line 26 to column 26, line 9, discloses 
an RF amplifier circuit, from which the subject-matter of Claim 1 differs in that the 
RF amplifier comprises an RF amplifying device which provides a Boolean output 
signal value of "0" or "1 " dependent upon whether an RF Input signal I is greater 
or less than a threshold signal T, and wherein the threshold signal is dynamically 
varied in a manner adapted to linearise the relationship In at least part of its range 
between the amplitude of the output signal O and the amplitude of the Input signal 
I. 

This solution is not known from the available prior art. In particular D1 , nor is It 
rendered obvious therefrom. 

The subject-matter of Claim 1 thus meets the requirement of novelty and Inventive 
step according to Articles 33(2) and (3) PCT. 



3. Claims 2 to 24 are dependent on Claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements 
of the PCT with respect to novelty and Inventive step.
